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DEADMAN'S CURVE — HIGHWAY CRIMINAL 

Reconstruction of notorious Deadman's Curve on state road 
15 between Belle Glade and Pahokee is а case of do or die. 

For years the death toll has been mounting at the treach- 
crous road twist, and yet, we have done nothing about it. Ac- 
cording to engineers, something can be done. 

A number of fatal accidents there have resulted from 
motorists drinking while driving, but the curve` exacts the 
greatest price for their mistake. 

Average sharp road curves are built up on the outside and 
graded to a lower level toward the inside. According to tech- 
nicalities of engineers, this is done to counteract centrifugal 
force (the force which tends to pull moving bodies toward the 
outside of a circle) 

Unlike these curves, Deadman's Curve is superelevated 
with the highest level toward the center. 

The road there should be reconstructed. But even a quicker 
and less expensive remedy is available for the immediate fu- 
ture. Light reflectors costing about fifty cents each could and 
should be placed on trees bordering the angle. This is a small 
price for life? 

Recently another motorist lost his life at this turn in the 
road. Не was from Miami and probably unfamiliar with the 
route. Yet, Glades citizens have encountered tragedy there. 

Following the course of an old country trail, the road lay 
out was dictated by politicians and not engineers. 

If the course were changed new right-of-ways would have 
to be obtained. 

The Governor’s Safety Council recently held a state wide 
meeting including representatives from all sections. The group 
outlined an extensive program for preserving human life on 
Florida highways.
